who says lie has forecaMed tlie weath-1 
er ol winter lor years by an infallible 


prophesies once more. 


"I have been a clone observer of the 


weather for•!<> years, "said Mr. Roberts 
"and in all that lime 1 have never 
been wrong in my forecasts. 1 take 
ujy observation on the three day* of 
the fall equinox, September i'0, 21 aud 
£i, and base uiv calculations ou the 
direction ol the wind for those three 
days. The lirst day, September 20, 
gives us the weather for the month of 
December, the lirtt mouth of winter 
the second day, the day of theequiuox, 
(September i!l, gives us the weather for 
January, aud the third day, Septem- 
ber 22, gives us the conditions for 
February. 


"Accoidiug to the observations of 


this year, taken on those three days, 
the winter will be somewhat severe iu 
the early part, with possibly heavy 
snow-storms, 
but January will be 


warm, with rains in the lirst half aud 
uuild and clear weather the latter half. 
Februrry and March will be mild, 
and the spring early. 


"On September 20 the wiud was 


northeast, from 
which we get the 


cold aud bad weather, north being the 
direction of the cold wiud?, while 
from the east we get the storms. Tbe 
wind on September21, which gives us 
tne indications for January, were iu 
the southeasterly quarter in the morn- 
ing aud from the south in the after-1 
noon, from which we learn that the j 
weathei in the early part of the month | 
will be warm, with rains, the lirst half j 
of the month, and mild and clear the | 
last half. September 22 the wiud was ; 
southwest by west, giving us a mild 
February, with generally clear weath- 
er. 


"J have made these observations 


for years and have never known them 
to fail. Another old-time resident of 
Darby, has been making them also as 
long as I have, and he will corroborate 
what l say. I see by tlie newspapers 
that some of the weather prophets of 
Berks County declare that the coming 
winter will be one of the most severe 
in years, because the weeds have 
grown to an unusual height, indicating 
deep snow, since nature causes the 
weeds to grow tall so that the birds 
can feed ou the seeds when thegrouud 
is covered 
with snow. 
Another one 


says it will be a bad winter because 
the persimmon trees are loaded with 
fruit, another one goer- by the goose 
bone, but there is nothing to these. 
The winter will l>e an easy one."
